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The Amendment filed 3 March 2006 will not be entered because it presents a new issue under 35 USC 112 such that the phrase "greater 
than about" is indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention in 
that the claim language is unclear as to whether "greater than" modifies the unit of measurement or if "about" modifies the unit of 
measurement, both of which have different meanings and would render different ranges of measurement as a claim limitation as well 
requires a new search inclusive of the amount of cinnamaldehyde. Further, the arguments presented by Applicant are not persuasive: 
with regard to Applicant' s argument that Pearce et al. is not a proper reference, as noted in the final rejection dated 30 Nov 05, the 
Pearce et al. reference is supported by its provisional applications to the extent that they teach an edible film comprising a hydrocolloid, 
flavoring agent and colors; with regard to Applican'ts argument that no reference teaches a pullulan-free edible fiml that includes 
cinnamaldehyde and delivers a specific concentration level to the oral vacity of the user, a single reference under 35 USC 103 does not 
need to teach each limitation of the claims.
